Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Norton (AOR) requested clarification of the rejection of the claim 
as being anticipated by the prior art. The Examiner stated that the claim was not interpreted as a combination claim 
(i.e., the supporter and the stretcher) for the purpose of prosecution on the merits (see OA mailed 30 December 2005 
para. 3). The Examiner further noted that the claim limitations "for secure attachment of a stretcher to said open 
frame" and "to substantially balance said stretcher respective to said open frame" were considered to be functional 
requiring the prior art to only be capable of performing the recited functions. AOR inquired about the basis for the 
Examinees interpretation of the claims. The Examiner directed AOR to review MPEP 21 14 and 2173.05(g). AOR 
repeatedly demanded of the Examiner to repeat herself. The Examiner declined to continue answering the same 
questions noting that AOR appeared to be hostile in tone and ended the interview. 
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
